Annual Livestock Summary 
OKLAHOMA CITY. 
Jan 
14.— 
The State Board of Agriculture es­ 
timates, from the reports of its cor­ 
respondents. decreases in the num­ 
ber of all kinds of livestock on 
farms as of January I. There are 
approximately 616.000 head less of 
all classes of stock on farms in 
Oklahoma than at this time. last 
year. While the number of head de­ 
creased only slightly In some class­ 
es of stocky hogs decreased mater­ 
ially <both in numbers and price. 
The large decrease of hogs is read­ 
ily attributed to low prices which 
were not at all commensurate with 
the price of corn. 
v 
The average price paid for stock 
of all ages has caused 
a reduc­ 
tion of over $18,000,000 in total 
values this year as compared with 
last. All classes of stock 
fell 
in 
price this year with the exception 
of mules, which price remained the 
same as last year. 
The average price paid for stock 
from all sections this year is indi­ 
cated in a report of the Oklahoma 
National 
Stock 
Yards 
Company. 
They report an increase in receipts 
this year over last of over 6,000 
headof cattle, over 26,000 head of 
calves and nealy 4.000 
head 
of 
horses and mules. Hogs and sheep 
both show decreases in receipts. 
The average loss per IOO head 
during the year due to exposure, 
disease, etc., is as follows; horses 
5, mules 3, milk cows 4, other cat­ 
tles^ sheep 4 and hogs 8.
